"YI HAT the ſeveral Receivers-General, and their ſeveral Depu- 
ties, and the particular Receivers, Colleors and other Offi- 
cers, who have or ſhall have, or be intruſted with the Receipt 
or Colleftion of his Majeſty's Revenues, Impoſitions, Duties, 
Taxes, Aids or Supplies, or any of them now Granted or in being, or 
hereafter to be Granted, ſhall, and by this At they are ſeverally requi- 
red and enjoyned to accept and take in Payment for his Majeſty's Uſe, 
for, or upon Account of any of the faid Revenues, Impoſitions, Duties, 
Taxes, Aids, or Supplies reſpectively ; ſuch Clipt Monies, being 
aSterling Silver, or being Silver Monies of a courſer Allay than the 
Standard , from ſuch Perſon or Perſons, Bodies Politick or Corpo- 
rate, as ſhall tender the fame, in or for ſuch Payments reſpectively, at 
any Time or Times before the fourth day of May, which ſhall be inthe 
year of our Lord 1696, at the fame Rate or Value, as if fuch Monies 
were Unclipt or Undiminiſh'd, and ſhall not refuſe any Piece or Pieces 
of Silver Monies ſo tendred by Reaſon or Pretence of their being Worle, 
or holding more Allay than Standard-Silver, ſo as ſuch Piece or Pieces 
do not evidently appear to be made of Copper or baſe Metral Plated over 
or Waſhed with Silver only. 
That the Tellers in the Receipt of his Majeſty's Exchequer reſpeQive- 
Iy, ſhall at any Time or Times, before the four and Twentieth Day. of 
June, 1696, not only receive and take to his Majeſty's Ule at the Re- 
ceipt of Exchequer, the faid Clipt Monies, which ſhall have been ſo Re- 
ceived or Colle&ted by the faid Receivers-General, and their ſeveral De- 
puties, or by the particular Receivers, ColleQors or other Officers, which 
ſhall be by them brought to the ſaid Receipt, for the faid Revenues, Im- 
poſitions, Duties, Taxes, Aids or Supplies before-mention'd, but. ſhall 
at any Time or Times before the ſaid four and Twentieth Day of Fuze, 
_ receive or take to his Majeſty's Uſe, in ſuch Clipt Money as aforeſaid, 
any Loans which ſhall be authorized to be made or received there, or 
any other Payments which ſhall be due to his Majeſty ; unleſs ſuch Loans 
or Payments, or any of them ſhall be ſpecially direted by any other 
Actor Aqts of Parliament to be received in other kind of Money. 
That Every Perſon having unclipt hammered Money in his, her or 
their Hands, Cuſtody or Poſteſſion, do before the tenth Day of Febru- 
ary, 1695, or belore they diſpoſe of the ſame, cauſe ſuch unclipt Mo- 
nies to te itruck through about the middle of every Piece with a ſolid 
Punch, that ſhall make a hole without diminiſhing the Silver ; and that af- 
ter the faid tenth Day of February no unclipt hammered Monies, (that 
is to ſay) ſuch Picces as have both Rings, or thegreateſt part of the Let- 
ters appearing thereon, thall be current, unleſs it be ſo ſtruck through: 
And if any Piece ſtruck through, ſhall appear afterwards to be Clipt, no 
Perſon ſhall render or receive the ſame in Payment, under the Penalty of 
Forfeiting as much as the Clipt Monies fo punch'd through ſhall amount 
to in tale, to be recovered to the uſe of the Poor of the Pariſh, where 
ſuch Money ſhall be ſo Tendred or Received. And his Majeſty's Juſtices 
of the Peace or the Major Part of them, in the General Quarter-Seſſions,up- 
on Complaint to be made to them ot ſuch Offence, are hereby impower'd

to take Copnizance thereof, and to determine the ſame, and for that pur- 
poſe to cauſe the Parties complain'd of to appear before them, and in 
Caſe of Conviction, to iſſue their Warrant or Warrants to levy ſuch Pe- 
nalty upon the Goods and Chartels of the Oflenders. 

Provided, that nothing in this At ſhall extend, or be conftirued ro 
extend, to enforce or oblige the melting down, or Recoining, or pro- 
hibit the Receiving or Paying of Sixpeaces, being of Sterling, Stiiver and 
not being Clipt within the innermoſt Ring,

hat whoſoever, after the Fourth Day of May 1696, ſhall take or re- 
| ceive any Clipt Money, otherwiſe than according to thic Dire&ti> 
ons, and in turſuance of an A of this preſent Seſſion of Parliament, 
Intituled, 4» A for Remedying the Il ſtate of the Coin of the King-. 
dom in any Payment whatſoever, as if it were lawtull Money, ſhall for- 
feit double the value of the Silver ſo Received, to the uſe of fuch 
Perſon as will Inform or Profecute for the ſame, to be recovered in ſuch 
manner and form, as the forfeiture for uttering Money Clipt after a hole . 
has been puncht through it, in purſuance of an A made in this pre- 
ſent Seſſion of Parliament, is directed, to be recovered by the faid At; 
and the Juſtices of the Peace are hereby Impowred to hear and deter-- 
mine ſuch Information or Proſecution accordingly. ny 
That from ard after the Tenth Day of April 1696, no Perſon ſhall 
Utter or Receive any of the Pieces of the Gold-Coin, commonly called 
Guineas, at any higher or greater Rate or Value than Two and Twenty 
Shillings for each Guinea, and fo proportionably for every greater or 
leſſer Piece of Coined Gold ; and whoever ſhall offend herein, ſhall [n-- 
curr the Penalties and Forfeitures provided in an Act made in this pre- 
ſent Parliament, for thoſe that thall Receive or Pay Guineas and other 
Pieces of Coined Gold at a greater or higher Rate than in that Ac is di. 
reed ; which is, That in caſe any Perſon ſhall offend herein, he ſhail 
forfeit for every ſuch Offence, double the Value of Gold fo Received or 
Paid; and alſo the Summ of Twenty Pounds, the one moity to His Ma- 
jeſty, and the other moity to the Perſon or Perſons who ſhall Sue or In- 
form for the ſame, to be recovered with Coſts of Suit in any of his 
Majeity's Courts of Record, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Informa- 
tion, wherein no Privilege, ProteQtion, or Wager of Law ſhall be allow- 
ed, nor any more than one Imparlance. ED 
That from and after the Fourth Day of May whih ſhall be in the 
Year of our Lord 1696, no Perſon keeping any Inn, Tavern, Ale-houle, 
ar Victualling-houſe; or felling Wine, Ale, Beer, or any other Liquors 


by Retail, ſhall publickly uſe, or expoſe to be uſed in fuch, his or her 
Houſe, any Wrought or ManutaQtured Plate whatſoever, or any Utenſil 
or Veſſel thereof (except Spoons ) under the Penalty of forteiting the 
ſame, or the full value thereof, rogether with full Coſts or Suit to him; 
tier or them who ſhall ſue for the fame in any of His Majeſty's Courts of 
Record at Weſtmir/ter by Bill, Plaint, or Information, wherein no Eſſoign;. 


Protection, Wager at Law, or Imparlance, ſhall be allowed, 
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
